MAY LOSE FEDERAL AID. 


The federal law appropriating funds to 
aid in road 
building has one 
provision 
which requires all states that receive fed- 
/ eral aid to maintain said roads in first 
t ^.ss condition. 
In case roads or bridges, 
which are built with aid from the federal 
government, are not maintained in a first 
class condition the federal government will 
step in and make the needed repairs, de­ 
duct the cost from federal aid still due the 
state, and will forever withhold federal aid 
from that state until the state maintains 
said roads and bridges in a first class con­ 
dition. 
Missouri, at the present time, has no ade­ 
quate funds nor any provision for raising 
adequate funds to maintain these roads af­ 
ter 
constructed. 
Constitutional 
Amend­ 
ment No. 3, which is now bsfore the people 
to be voted on November 7, provides for a 
portion of the automobile license taxes to 
be used to maintain the state roads. 
If this amendment should fail it will be 
necessary for the legislature to make a di­ 
rect property tax levy to raise the required 
funds to maintain the highways, including 
roads and bridges. 
If the legislature should fail to make the 
necessary levy 
then 
there 
would be no 
available funds to maintain the roads, and 
as a result, the roads would wear out, be­ 
come in bad condition, some of them impas­ 
sable, and the federal government would 
‘Withhold further aid to the state of Mis­ 
souri. 
With so much depending on the adoption 
of Amendment No. 3, it is urged that every 
voter give particular attention to thi3 mat­ 
ter and scratch the word “no” and thereby 
vote “yes/* 
People have a habit of voting against all 
constitutional amendments.

CONSTRUCT ROADS 


KEYTESVILLE, Mo., Oct. IS.—The 
Community Club of this city held an 
enthusiastic meeting here last night 
for the purpose of considering plans 
for launching a campaign for the 
building of a system of county roads 
to connect with the state highways 
soon to be constructed and paid for 
by the state and federal government. 
J. Frank Smith, manager of the 
Good Roads Association of Greater 
Kansas City, was the principal speak­ 
er. 
Mr. Smith 
reminded 
his audi­ 
ence that Chariton was one of the 
richest agricultural counties in the 
entire state. 
That for want of good 
roads, and better rural schools and 
more dairy cows, it was falling far 
short of its possibilities. 
He reminded them that according 
to 
the 
government 
census 
this 
county had lost over 6,000 of its 'viral 
population in the last 20 years. 
He 
insisted that 
to reclaim 
their lost 
population, to make the soil bring 
better 
returns 
to the farmers, the 
county should have at least 200 miles 
of 365-day roads to connect up with 
the 66 miles of state roads. T hat to 
build such roads would not cost the 
average farm er for than $25 per year 
for a period of 20 years. 
This would only represent a few 
cases of eggs or the milk from one 
good cow as 
against 
the 
average 
milker. With such a system of roads, 
intensive 
farming, 
including 
the 
d ’iry cow, poultry and pigs, consoli­ 
dated rural schools, community cen­ 
ters and all of the other up to date 
advantages could be enjoyed by the 
rural people of Chariton county.

Oct. 18 —The 
outlook for progress and growth in 
the library field in Missouri is “very 
promising/* J. R. Bundy, president of 
the 
Missouri 
Library 
Association, 
said today in addressing the Mis­ 
souri Valley Library Conference at 
the opening of its three day session 
here. 
Mr. Bundy said there is a growing 
interest in the founding of libraries 
in various sections of the state and 
that during the year nine new librar­ 
ies have been established. They are 
located 
at Sullivan. 
Bethany, 
Ca­ 
ruthersville, Grant City, Versailles, 
Prairie Home, Boonville, Illmo and 
Fairfax. 
Several of these, he said, 
are operating 
as 
county 
libraries, 
drawing their support from and ren­ 
dering their service to residents in 
town and country alike. 
In addition *o these, Mr. Bundy 
continued, the need of a library is 
being agitated in Kirkwood, Mans­ 
field, Gallatin and Lees Summit. 
“While no county has yet availed 
itself of the right to establish its own 
library for county wide service,” the 
speaker continued, “the question is a 
live one among the ‘library minded* 
people in several counties, notably 
Livingston, 
Worth 
and 
St. Lguis 
counties. 
Two existing public libr­ 
aries are receiving financial aid from 
their respective counties in recogni­ 
tion and in support of their library 
service to country dwellers, namely 
those of Hannibal and Macou. 
“The feet that the library tax au­ 
thorized by the legislature for cities 
and counties lr the law under which 
the majority of our public libraries 
are organized has been necessarily a 
part of the general municipal tax in 
each case has not been favorable to 
the free development of public libr­ 
aries in the state. For instance, citi­ 
zens of St. Louis county were de­ 
sirous of placing the library proposi­ 
tion on the ballot at the last April 
election in tha* county in order that 
the voters might have an opportunity 
to authorize the es*ablishment of a 
modern county library. 
They found 
that their county was unable to take 
advantage of the provisions of the 
county library law because it had al­ 
ready reached the limitation provided 
in the constitution on the tax for 
general municipal purposes In coun­ 
ties of Its class. In the face cf this 
condition, St. Louis county is consti­ 
tutionally unable to establish a coun­ 
ty library. 
“To relieve St. Louis county and 
any other cities and counties in the 
state which may now’ or hereafter 
meet the same restriction, the con­ 
stitutional convention, now in ses­ 
sion at Jefferson City, has been ask­ 
ed to provide that the library tax in 
each city and county be made a sep­ 
arate tax subject to a limitation of 
its own 
only. 
The 
committee on 
taxation to which th s proposal was 
submitted, 
has approved it and its 
report to the convention will contain 
an adequate provision for a separate 
library tax for cities 
and 
counties 
with a limitation A two mills on the 
dollar, which is that now in Terce by 
act of the legislature. This provision 
will open the way for greaier library 
development than has been possible 
under existing conditions.”
